“DRAIN THE PULPIT DRY.” 


Pertinent Remarks by Father Nilan at the 
National Temperance Congress. 

New York, Aug. 6.—[Special.]—A rather 
slim audience attended today’s session 
of the Second National Temperance Con- 
gress now being held at the National Prohi- 
bition Park, Port Richmond, Staten Island. 
From the enthusiastic applause, bestowed upon 


seemed imbued with the fervor of the o¢ca- 
sion. Thesubject was: The Duty of the 
Pulpit to Help Mass the Forces of the Chris- 
tian Church Against the Liquor Traffic—How 
May This Duty Be Performed?’ 

C. H. Payne, D. D., LL. D., Corresponding 
Secretary of the Board of Education, Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, New York, spoke at 
some length. He was followed by the Rev.

He said the pulpit, in 
order to mass the forces against the liquor 
traffic, ought to become itself totally 
abstinent. The pulpit. needs to be pumped 
or drained dry itself, and this is true not only 
of one but of all denominations. Clergymen 
professing to lead intellectual and spiritual 
lives, with comfortable surroundings and 
pleasant homes, cannot effectively teach total 
abstinence to thousands of hard-work- 
ing laborers and ics living amidst poor 
and unhealthy surroundings unless they prac- 
tice what they preach. 

Catholic and Protestant clergymen ought to 
unite in this in order to save their flocks from 
widespread ruin and moral degradation result- 
ing from the use of alcohol. A moral union of 
Church and State to enforce excise laws, which 
are simply enactments for the suppression of 
vice und crime, would have a most beneficent

CANADA’S TIMBER GOES LIKE ITS MONEY. 


Valuable Lands Find Their Way Into the 
Possession of Members of Parliament, 

Orrawa, Ont., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—When 
Mr. Foster moved that the House go into a 
Committee of Supply today Mr. Charlton 
moved an amendment condemning the pres- 
ent system of administrating the public do- 
main and declaring that timber limits ‘should 
be disposed of at public auction to the highest 
bidder. The amendment was rejected by 81 
yeas to 100 nays, giving the government a ma- 
jority of 19. 

The subject of the disposition of timber lim- 
its by the government acquires a new interest 
from the exposures which are being made be- 
fore the committee. The timber resources of 
the country have been used much in the same 
manner as the public moneys. In each case 
members of Parliament have been found will- 
ing to enrich themselves and their friends at 
the expense of the country, and in each case 
the boodlers have been helped by the incom- 
petency or by the active aid of the depart- 
ments. The Rykert scandal was the direct re- 
sult of the policy of handing over valuable 
Uumits to members of Parliament and other 
supporters of the, government for nominal 
prices. Mr. Chariton in his speech today gave 
the names of thirty- four members of Parlia- 
ment who made in all seventy-nine applica- 
tions, covering 26,000 square miles. The sys- 
tem involved not only the waste of the re- 
sources of the country, but a serious impair- 
ment of the independence df members of Par- 
liament. How can an independent vote, he 
asked, be expected from a member who 1s 
running after the government with requests for 
such substantial favors as these?

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SHOT BY A HIGHWAYMAN. 


FARMER NEWMAN ENCOUNTERS A 
FOOTPAD ON THE VINCENNES ROAD. 


He Refuses to Surrender His Money and 


Trusts to His Horses for Escape—Three 
Bullets Fired at Him, One of Which 
Takes Effect in His Side—Two Young 
Burglars Captured While Robbing « 
Down-Town Wholesale House. | 

Abel Newman, a farmer living at Ninety- 
seventh street and Vincennes road, in Engle- 
wood, was shot m the side and one ofa team 
of horses he was driving wounded by bullets 
fired from the rifle of a highwayman early 
last even ng. 

Newman came to the city * 1 the day 
with a load of hay. He succeeded in dispos- 
ing of it shortly after noon, and with the pro- 
ceeds of the sale in his pocket started 
for home, Eighty- fourth street marks the 
line where Vincennes avenue merges into what 
is still known as the old Vincennes road. From 
here as far south as the Indiana line the coun- 
try is sparsely settled. Marshes and here and 
there short stretches of thick brush all help 
to make the place desolate in the extreme. 
At Ninetieth street there is quite a long bit of 
dense undergrowth. As the farmer reached 
this. point he took out his watch, 
and, noting that it was 6 o clock. 
was about to push on homeward 
more rapidly. A noise in the brash attracted 
his attention and a moment later a man 
sprang from the roadside and taking aim 
at him with a rifle commanded him to give 
up his money. 

The farmer was not so badly frightened as to 
drive thoughts of flight from his mind, and 
when, as the robber lowered his weapon, he 
started the team down the road at a 
break-neck pace, the highwayman promptly 
sent a bullet after Newman that un- 
comfortably close to his head.. Another 
struck the tongue of the wagon, glanced, and 
cut a furrow along the shoulders of one of the 
horses. The sight of the wounded horse only 
served to increase Newman’s efforts to escape, 
and standing upright in his wagon he lashed 
his horses until they fairly flew along the 
road. Another shot from the highwayman 
was fired with better aim . 
in Newman's side. 

Excitement and terror enabled the tirmer 
to keep his feet and he continued to ply ‘his | 
whip furiously, and in a few minutes the 
horses, covered with foam and blood, 
galloped into the main atreet 
of the littl suburb of Washington 
Heights. Here the team stopped and 
Newman was helped from the wagon and 
given over to the care of a surgeon. The 
wound, although *painful, is not serious, and 
Newman was driven to his home, 

Newman described his assailant as a young 
man, smoothiy shaven, wearing a dark 
suit of clothes, and dark straw hat. 
The police were notified and the woods and 
brush in every direction were searched for the 
highwayman. Every available policeman in 
Capt. Elliott’s district was pressed into service 
and the hunt was continued until late at night, 
but without success.

They saw three young tellows pass under an 


electric light near the corner. The fellows 
looked up and down the street and then dis- 
appeared in the dark doorway of the linen 
house. The officers decided to let the young 
men get into the store before capturing 
them. 

It did not take the burglars long to get the 
door open. They effected their purpose by 
adopting the method Bill Sykes employed in 
utilizing Oliver T wist on a famous occasion. The 
smallest of the trio was hoisted on the shoul- 
ders of a companion and ina twinkling had 
crawled through the jimmy-forced transom, 
dropped to the floor, and opened the door 
The two who had remained 
outside entered. The three officers crept up 
towards the store and hid in the neighboring 
doorways. 

In five minutes one of the burglars poked 
his head out of the doorway, and, seeing ev- 
erything clear, gave a signal. The three 
young fellows stepped from the store, each 
one carrying a large bundle of goods. The 
bluecoats came from their place of conceal- 
ment and confronted the thieves. They 
dropped their bundles and ran in different di- 
rections. 

Then came a lively chase. The officers, 
revolver in hand, fcliowed close on the heels 
of the fugitives. Shot after shot was fired, 
but none hit the burglars. But some of them 
came so close that two of them stopped and 
were overtaken. The other got away. A 
patrol-wagon took the prisoners to the Har- 
rison Street Station. They gave the names of 
Gus Casback and William Craney, 20 and 14 
years old. Craney was the lad who crawled 
through the transom. Both prisoners are 
well known to the police. 


BUCHANAN CALLS AN EXTRA SESSION. 


The Tennessee Legislature Must Settle the 
Convict Labor Question. 

Nasnvitxiz, Tenn., Aug. 6.—[ Special.] — The 
Forty-seveuth General Assembly was today 
called to meet in extra session Aug. 31. There 
are tweive subjects in the call, the most im- 
portant one being the penitentiary quéstion, 
in view of the recent conflict between free and 
convict labor in the East Tennessee coal 
mines. Gov. Buchanan throws open the 
whole question of the revision of the criminal 
laws of the State, amending all laws concern- 
ing the lease and management of the State 
prison, to reduce the conflict between free 
and convict labor to the minimum, and also 
the removal of the penitentiary from Nash- 
ville and the erection of new buildings. 

He says the Legislature will be asked to 
pass laws prohibiting the use of scrip or its 
équivalent by persons or corporations. The 
question of passing such laws as will enable 
the Executive to utilize military or civil force 
m preserving order will also be considered, 
and the Legislature will be asked to provide 
penalties for any interference with State con- 
victs. 

At the urgent request of people all over the 
State the Legislature will be asked to con- 
sider and if deemed expedient to make an ap- 
propriation to defray the expenses of making a 
Tennessee exhibit at the World's Columbian 
Exposition. The other questions included in 
the call are the correction of errors in the 
election laws, to redistrict the State, to pass 
laws for the encouragement and benefit of the 
National Guard of the State, to amend the 
revenue and assessment laws, and to pay the 
expenses incurred by calling out thé National

SMUGGLED CHINAMEN CAUGAT. 


Nine Celestials Made Prisoners While Com- 
ing into the United States. 

Great Faris, Mont., Aug. 6.—[Special., ]— 
Nine Chinamen who were endeavormg to 
enter the State in violation of the Chinese Ex- 
clusion act have been captured near Fort 
Benton. It has been common talk on this 
frontier for some time that Chinese were com- 
ing into the British possessions to the north of 
the United States and were securing entry into 
the United States through Montana towns. 
The Celestials, being well supplied with 
money, are able to pay handsomely for their 
overland trip, and it is reported that $75 per 
head is what it is worth to a teamster 
and guide who will undertake to pilot 
the Chinamen past the customs officers and 
Several 
have been captured in the last year or two, 
but they have clandestinely returned to this 
country after being released across the Ca- 
nadian border. Under à recent decision, 
however, all Chinamen captured will be re- 
turned directly to China. The nine men in 
custody at Fort Benton will be sent directly 
to San Francisco in chatge of an officer and 
thence to Hongkong by steamer. Thecapture 
was made in a remarkable manner. 
While the officers were out in search 
of Chinamen at night a blinding 
flash of lightning lit up the prairie, and Officer 
Herron was appalled to see the thunderbolt 
strike a wagon at some distance ahead of him 
on the trail. He rode up to the spot, where he 
found the driver of the vehicle dead and nine 
Chinamen crouching down in the wagon. 
Herron rode rapidly into Benton and notified 
Collector Sullivan, who immediately sum- 
moned assistance and went out in the storm 
and took the Celestials prisoners.

Among the prominent houses said to have 
been victimized are Henry Rothschild & Co., 
shirt manufacturets of No. 43 Leonard street ; 
Hornthal, ‘Whitehead, Warssman & Co., 
wholesale clothiers of No. 672 Broadway; Hy- 
man, Litchstenstein & Co, of New Orleans,

New Ton, Aug. 6.—[Special.]—Anna Pol- 
lita, a handsome young English woman, has 
come back to this country to procure the aid 
of this government in liberating her husband 
from an Italian prison; The young man is an 
American citizen and was seized by the 
Italian Government and thrown into a bar- 
racks dungeon while he was visiting his native 
land with his wife and child. The young wife 
arrived today on the steamer Assyrian from 
Naples. She told her story to the barge 
office officials, and in corroboration 
she produced papers and documents. Among 
the papers were her husband’s naturalization 
certificate and a certificate issued by the 
Health Board of this city upon the birth of 
her child, six years ago. 

She said that her husband, whose first name 
is Nicolini, was in the grocery business in this 
city and left with herself and child about three 
months ago intending to visit relatives in 
Italy. The husband took the precaution 
to secure bis 
The little family traveled about from place to 
place in Italy visiting friends and relatives, 
and were making arrangements for their re- 
turn home when the young husband 
noticed — he was being followed by 
Italian soldiers, who constantly kept 
him under surveillance. The night of July 5 
the soldiers broke into the house and de- 
manded to know the whereabouts of Nico- 
lin They waved papers and 
that Nicolini was a deserter from the 
Italian army, and that he must ap before 
the military authorities. Nicolini sought to 
eee eh way of a rear window while his

He was in his 
night clothes, and his feet were torn and bleed- 
ing. young man was dragged through 
the town, and, without being given a chance 
toexplain that he was an American citizen 
and had proof of his citizenship, he was thrown 
into a dungeon. 

Anna, his wife, a red before the mili- 
tary authorities and pleaded for her husband’s 
liberty. She offered to produce his naturali- 
zation papers and other documents in 
her possession, but she was denied even a 
hearing.

New Yorx, Aug. 6.—A letter from an

At present we have two gunboats here~an En- 
— and a German —and rather enjoy that part. 

here are at all points below here from two to 
three gunboats of different nations, so that for 
the present the matter is quelled in the 
Yangtse River valley. With the withdrawal 
of the gunboats I think, unless there is a radical 
change, there willbe trouble up and down the 
river, We have organized a defense committee 
here, put arms in the hands of all the male mem- 
bers of thé community, and are pretty well pre- 
pared for any trouble that may arise. 

We can muster over a hundred breech-loading 
guns and most of the men are experts in handling 
them. We have a cofhmanderinchief, our 
Collector of Customs, who is an old sol- 
dier, and two division commanders, a Russian 
and myself. We have signals arranged to alarm 
the community in case of a rising against us and 
have two rendezvous on the river front, to which 
all the women and children will de 
taken in case of necessity and where they 
will be guarded or placed on steamers should 
there be any in port. Once the women and chil- 
dren are safely disposed of, the men will do 
what they can to defend the settlement. We 
will make it hot for any mob that comes 
our way and don’t make any mistake , about it. 
Breech-loading rifles and bayonets are ugly thi 
if the men holding them are disposed to make 
use of them,

ACROSS THE ATLANTIC IN FOUB DAYS. 


What Chicaco Marfners Think of Capt. 
Parsell’s Multiple Screw Idea. 

The statement of Capt. Parsell of the steam- 
er Majestic, which crossed the Atlantic in five 
days eighteen hours and eight minutes, that 
in a few years the trip would likely be made 
within four days, was much discussed in marine 
circles yesterday, and a number of engineers 
and vesselmen were questioned about his idea 
that a vessel equipped with four crews amid- 
ships, two at port, twoat starboard, and one at 
the stern as at present, would move with 
incredible swiftness. Ail spoken to 
did not think such an arrangement 
of propelling forces would be either practica- 
ble or profitable in the lakes and rivers, but 
most of them saw no reason why several ad- 
ditional screws could not be utilized on ocean 
steamers and wonderfully increase their speed. 
The additional cost of Gourse would be great, 
for each screw would require a separate shaft 
and engine. Asa matter of safety the in- 
cre number of screws Would be most ad- 
vantageous, for should one or more of them 
break down the others could drive the ship 
under any conditions. N ä 

W. J. Swain, engineer of the steamer Clarion, 
offered a rather novel objection to the multi- 
plicity of screws, Said he: “If you put

THE UNCLEAN BIRDS AT THEIR WORE 
AGAIN. 

Four years ago Messrs. Widener, Elkins, 
Gibbs, et al., Pniladelphia speculators who 
had picked tiearly ull the meat off the bones 
of their own citizens, made common cause 
with some Chicago cormorants and swooped 
down on this city, intending to plunder it as 
they had done others. There were at that time 
four gas companies in Chicago, of which 
three were in operation. One of ‘She three 
the Gashght and Coke company of the 
North and South Sides—was making money. 
The West Side Gas company was paying well 
and the Consumers’ had gone into bankruptcy, 
been reorganized, and was earning a living. 
The capital stock of these concerns was 
about $14,000,000, and their bonded debt less 
than $10,000,000. A net income of $1,500,000 
would have paid interest on the bonds and 
permitted the payment of a6 per cent divi- 
dend on the stock, and such an income was 
securable with gas at a dollar a thousand in 
the South and North Divisions. 

The stock of the South Side company was 


bought at 176 and paid for in cash by the 


syndicate of harpies. The money with which 
the first payment was made was probably 
borrowed from the banks on their notes. The 
stock being in the hands of the syndicate the 
work of spoliation began, The unincum- 
bered South Side company was bonded for 
$10,000,000 and $7,650,000 of the bonds were 
sold a little below par. With this money the 
operators were able to take up their notes in 
bank, and thus became absolute owners of the 
stock of the gas companies, having paid 
for the property by giving a nortgage on it! 
The next sharp thing done by these specula- 
tors was to make the various stocks of the 
four companies they held security for $25,- 


000,000 of gas trust stock, which they divided 


up among themselves in proportion to their 
interests. Then they began unloading their 
shares or gas certificates on trusting investors, 


chiefly in the East, who were told that they would 


pay a 6 per cent dividend. The promoters 
appear to have gotten rid of their shares af 
abuut 80 cents on the dollar, though some of 
the certificates may have brought more. Be- 
fore unloading on the public the price of gas 
was raised 25 cents on the thousand feet on 
the people of the North and South Divisions 
for the purpose of paying dividends on the 
extra seven and a half millions of bonds and 
eleven millions of watered stock. The dollar 
rate had given, to the South Side company at 
least, a comfortable margin of 25 cents on the 
thousand feet to pay dividends to sharehold- 
ers. To make it evident to investors that they 
would get their 6 per cent on gas trust stock, 
this extra 25 cents per thousand was tacked 
on, and Chicagoans have been paying it ever 
since. That is, the beautiful financing of 
Messrs. Widener, Gibbs & Co. has been done 
at their expense. They are the sheep whose 
fleeces have been shorn to furnish warm clotb- 
ing for these gentlemen, Spencer paid for 


the stock of thé State Savings with money 
taken from the bank. These Philadelphia | 


financiers paid for these gas properties by 
mortgaging them, and then sold them at a 
fictitious value, based on exorbitant prices 
for gas. The difference between the real and 
the false value was their profit. It must have 
amounted to handsome fortunes apiece. 
Gorged with plunder, these iil-favored birds 
flew heavily back to their roosts, there to di- 
gest their prey. While they were thus enjoy- 
ing themselves the citizens of Chicago were 
paying extortionate prices for their gas. 


Without any wish to do so they have given 


Mr. Yerkes a fine, well-furnished house. They 
have paid Messrs. Widener’s and Gibbs’ ex- 


penses on pleasure trips. They have clothed and 
fed Mr. Cummings, They have done more for 


these people than grateful citizens did for the 


great Union Generals of the war, ten times 


over. 

Their stomachs being empty, these vultures 
are now hovering over Chicago again, eager 
for another chance to fill their craws. When 
last here they called themselves the gas trust, 
and said tneir object was “to benefit the peo- 
ple by putting an end to destructive competi- 
tion in gas and putting prices on a stable 
basis. They call themselves the Eco. 
nomic Gas company” now. They fill 
the people with professions of phi- 
lanthropy for them as an anaconda 
secretes saliva while swallowing its prey. 
This time the citizens are told that they need 
competition” in gas, and the same men who 
destroyed cotapetition and raised prices 25 
per cent offer now to lower them. And asa 
proof of their benevolent intentions they are 
attempting under cover of an ordinance ge- 
cured with boodle to rip up the business 
streets of the city, destroy the pavements, and 
incommode the people when they can least 
stand any wterference with the use of the 
thoroughfares, inflicting upon the public a 
loss of millions. 

Of course the “Economic” people do not 
mean to lower the price of gas permanently. 
They are aiming at one of two things: Either 
to drive down the value of gas stocks so that 
they can buy them back at a trifle, and be in 
& position where they can charge the people 
more for gas than they pay now, or they want 
to force the present companies to buy out the 
“allegea” Economie“ at a high valuation, 
to get rid of its nickel-plating operations, 
high enough to repay the “promoters” a 
handsome penny and to compensate Mr. 
Yerkes for the loss of his valuable contract 
to lay pipes for the new concern.

Senator Stewart of Nevada tries to make it 
out that he knew nothing of the demonetiza- 
tion of silver in 1873, which he voted for.

From that time (1850) down to 1878, a 
period of twenty-three years, the coinage of 
silver dollars aggregated but $5,616,158, mak- 
ing the totel from 1793 a trifle over eight 
millions, or at an average rate of $100,000 per 
year, and none of which remained in circula- 
tion as money. The total for the eighty years 
is barely more than a seventh part of the an- 
nual coinage of silver dollars performed under 
the act of last July. It is less than the coin- 
age of two months under that act, and yet 
Senator Stewart has the cheek to keep up a 
howl abont the demonetization of silver,” 
when for twelve months it has been purchased 
for coinage into dollars at the rate of nearly 
five dollars per family, while the greatest coin- 
age ot silver dollars in any year previous to 
18738. was hardly acentahead! In the face 
of the further fact that 816 millions of gold 
was coined into money, as against 8 millions 


of silver in the same 80 years, Stewart keeps 


up his rhetorical allusions to the “ pecuniary 
gains made by the people who demonetized 
silver” and reduced everything to a gold 
standard, when it always has been a gold 
standard. He must know the citizens of the 
United States were on that gold standard 
during the whole time they have been on any 
kind of a specie basis from the formation of 
the government down to the present moment.

DOES THE FARMER PAY IT ALL”? 


to show that the agriculturist stands the whole 
expense alike of commerce and of “govern- 
‘ment in the United States. He says: Doesn't 
the farmer support all other industries? Doesn't 


railroad company get their support from the 


This prefaces a statement that the farmers 
want to have money loaned to thein at 2 per 
cent, which would be no more than fair, as 
the banks get our money for little or no 
interest. 

This kind of . — be justifiable if the 
farmer could s himself able and desirous 
to operate his own farm without aid from any 
of the classes objected to. as living off the 
proceeds of his toil. He has got just the same 
right as his forefathers had to go to some 
other part of the world where land is cheap 
because of small competition for its oceu- 
pancy, and there live with little or no com. 
munication with the world outside. He has 
the right to spin his own wool, weave it into 
homespun cloth, use the crooked limb of a 
tree to stir up the soil as a substitute for a 
plow, thrash his grain out with a flail, and 
otherwise live without patronizing the 
merchant for clothes, shoes, tea, lumber, 
or agricultural implements, and equally 
without selling his produce for money 
or goods. If he has a farm of 
his own in this part of the world he is free 
to live in the same independent way, except 
that he will have to pay some taxes and may 
have to say No“ to the peddler frequently. 
If he does not thus own the farm he has no 
right to occupy it except by agreement with 
the owner; but in this respect he is no worse 
off than the merchant and mechanic or clerk 
or professional man in town or city. Neither 
of them can occupy premises except by rent 
or purchase, and if a farmer wishes to live 
outside of such an arrangement he simply 
sighs for the unattainable, He might as well 
demand exemption from death or sickness. 
It is only by virtue of such an arrangement 
that he is able to occupy a farm or a house at 
all, unless as he is able to fight off every 
now and then some other man who might 
want it on the same free and easy terms. 

But the farine. is not prepared to live in the 
primitive, pioneer way. He wants to wear 
store clothes, to drink sugared decoctions of 
tea or coffee, or something stronger; to have 
city-made furniture in his house and a carpet 
in at least his best room. He wants modern- 
made plows, harrows, and cultivators, and 
self-binders, and grass mowers, and grain 
thrashers, and other agricultural implements 
by the aid of which he can raise more grain 
with Jess labor than will supply the food neeas 
of self and family ; ; and he wants to sell that 
surplus at good prices for the purpose of ob- 
taining with the proceeds some of the other 
comforts of a modern civilization. He wants 


| Failroads near his door to haul away his 


products and bring in his fuel and other sup- 
plies. He wants other benefits of association 
with his kind, all of which must be paid for. 
But this cannot be done without the aid of the 
carrier, manufacturer, merchant, and profes. 
sional man. is for him as well as for the 
rest of the wo that these classes live and 
work, and pay countless thousands of others to 
work for them, They charge for their serv- 
ices, as he does for his, and when they want 
money they have to pay the commercial rate 
of interest for its use, just as the farmer does. 
If they can get it at a lower rate of interest 
than he doesitissimply because they can 
give security which is better available in case 
the meee dt arises for converting it into 
cash. 

The farmer cannot expect to have his prod- 
uce taken from his wagon, carried many 
hundreds and perhaps thousands of miles, and 
distributed to the ultimate consumer all over 
the Union and world, and receive the whole 
‘price paid for it by the latter. He would not 
himself be willing to perform that great inter- 
mediate service for nothing. Neither can he 
expect to obtain at mill and factory prices 
the manufactured articles he wishes to con- 
sume. It is only fair that he should pay in 
his purchase money a sum sufficient to make 
it worth the while of the carrier of material 
and product, the factory proprieter and oper- 
ative, and the merchant to work in producing 
and distributing the goods used by him. This 
being conceded, only one other point remains

As exhibits for the present World’s Fair in Chi- 


cago connected with the Departments of Agricul- 
ture, Floriculture, Minerals, Forestry, and many 


other branches of the Exposition will not be re- 
turned to the senders and will be worthless after 
the Fair is over, the provision of carriers to charge 


full rates to the Fair will appear much to the dis- 
advantage of said exhibits. 

There can be no doubt that on the classes of 
exhibits named the magnitude of the display 
will be very much dependent upon the freight 
charges demanded for transportation to the 
Fair. Full rates would mean, perhaps, not 
more than half as much in amount and va- 
riety of exhibit as would be secured on the 
half-rate plan, as the former would abolish 
much of the inducement to contribute. A 
great many people are apt to be governed in 
their actions by the attitude of others, and for 
the railroads to insist on the pound of flesh” 
for stuff the value of which would vanish with 
the close of the Fair would be equivalent 
to practically discouraging hundreds—perhaps 
thousands—from joining in the effort to make 


| it a success, 


But nearly as strong an argument may be 
made in favor of the half rate plan for all 
descriptions of material contributed to the 
display. A great inducement to manufactur- 
ers and merchants to send goods would be the 


| hope of selling the exhibits when the Fair is 


over in Chicago, obviating thenecessity of tak- 
ing them home again. But scarcely anything 
thus sold would go to a consumer in the place 
from which it was sent. On the plan out- 
lined by the railroads all goods sold would 
have to pay full freight rates going and com- 
ing. The wares sent by the East would be 
bought to go West and South, ff at all, and 
many of those contributed from the West 
would best find purchasers to go in the direc- 
tion of the Eastern seaboard, On aconsider- 
able percentage of both the full rate one 
way,” actually meaning full rate both ways, 
would be a positive disadvantage, requiring 
the payment of higher freights than would be 
charged on a through bill of lading from the 
place where produced to the point of ultimate 
consumption. No one can suppose that kind 
of an arrangement would be ealculated to 
swell the display. On the contrary, it would 
be an absolute discovragement to send or 
bring goods in the hope of selling them to 
many sections whence orders could be ob- 
tained for direct shipment. 

The half rate both coming and going is 
the fairest and most equitable to all parties 
concerned, either as hoping to be sellers or in- 
tending to be buyers, and probably it will be 
found that if this is net conceded, as it was in 
France, the Fair will suffer in attractiveness 
and fullness. But in that case the railroads 
would suffer, too. They would not only lose 
on the carriage of a vast amount of material 
held back, but in their other function as car- 
riers of passengers they would probably suffer 
even more. For the number of visitors would 
in very large measure be gauged by what it 
was expected to see, Once let the impression 
prevail that the display was at all cramped by the 
parsimony of the raifroads and the latter might 
say good-by to hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars they would otherwise have collected from 
people anxious to inspect the Exhibition, and 
partly actuated by the wish to be able to say 
in after years that they had attended the big- 
gest and best Fair ever held in either the Old 
World or the New. The railroad managers 
would then find they had acted like the dog in 
the fable which lost the substance through 
reaching out for a shadow.

TRUST CONSPIRACIES, 

In the case of every one of the trusts, 
properly so termed, there was a buying up of 
plants which it was not intended to operate. 
The example set by the proprietors of the 
Buffalo elevator trust in the olden time has 
been followed successively by the Chicago gas 
speculators’ syndicate, the distillers, the sugar 
refiners, the cotton-seed oil men, the binder 
twine men, andthe owners of lead and linseed 
oil works. This idle property was thus rendered 
of no earning value except as it drew a rev- 
enue from the profits of other works which 
were actively employed, the output of the lat- 
ter being restricted to a production which 
would not put upon the market more material 
than could be disposed of at what the corner- 
ers chose to fix upon as a fair price.” The 
difficulty experienced is in being able to sus- 
tain that price in the face of the new competi- 
tion which the combination invites, such com- 
petition not being necessarily limited by place 
of manufacture, 

It has yet to be seen if the operation of these 
trust methods will not be rendered impossible 
in the near future by an active invoking of the 


United States law against them, which it 


would seem is sufficiently comprehensive to 
cover the case and only needs to be applied in 
order to effect a wiping out of the octopus plan 
of killing competition in business. This is 
the most objectionable feature of the trust 
and the one that promises to secure its over- 
throw. It is a two-edged sword that cuts both 
ways, first by restricting the labor market as 
well as the employment of capital in indus- 
trial operations, and secondly by directly en- 


‘haneing the prices that have to be paid by the | 
consumer, these being just as high as is be- 


lieved to be practicable. The old railroad 
rule is applied of making the traffic pay all it 
will bear and all classes of people outside 
of the monopolists themselves should take a 
warm interest in the work of applying the law 
to every known case of trust combination.

MONEY FOR THE WATER FUND. 

Mr. Levy Mayer, the proxy City Treasurer 
of Chicago, is not quite as well versed in 
municipal law as he thought he was. He can 
take lessons from Ald. Cullerton for many 
years to come in this branch of the knowl- 
edge of his profession. There was neither 
law nor excuse for his refusal to place $250,000 
of the $8,000,000 now in the City Treasury to 
the credit of the water fund. All this money 
—being taxes of last year—belongs to the 
general fund, from which on order of the Fi- 
nance committee, the Mayor, and acting Con- 
troller money can be borrowed for other 
funds. In point of fact such borrowing is 
proceeding every day, as the taxes assessed 
this year will not be available until next year. 
Corporation Counsel Miller is right about this 
matter and Mr. Levy Mayer is entirely wrong. 
Doubtless he knew he was wrong. But 
it is an object for him to retain 
as much of the publie funds as 
possible in the banks where they are drawing 
interest for Mr, Peter Kiolbassa, or it may be 
for his proxy. Ald. Cullerton, with the assist- 
ance of Mr. Amberg, the City Collector, was 
soon able to bring Mayer to time. The quar- 
terly saloon-license payments are now due 
and the money is flowing into the City Col- 
lector at the rate of $36,000 per day. The re- 
tention of a week’s payments by the Collector 
would deprive the Treasurer of as much inter- 
est as would accrue on the amount needed for 
the water fund. The retention of the whole 
amount of license fees paid in this month 
would deprive Mr. Kiolbassa of $750,000, which 
he proposes to use as temporary personal capi 
tal. Lawyer Mayer, though he may not 
be well versed in municipal law, is quite keen 
as to interest. He surrendered, though not 
gracefully, to the Cullerton edict as issued by 
the Finance committee. The struggle was 
short and sharp. Mr. Cullerton's victory was 
decisive, and all about that recent ordinance 
trouble of the astute Alderman from the Ninth 
Ward is now forgotten.

THINKS JUDGE M’HATTON IS WRONG. 


An Expert ia Handwriting Takes the Mon- 
tanga Jurist to Task. 

“The decision of Judge McHatton in the 
Davis will case to the effect that expert testi- 
mony as to handwriting is not admissible is 
at variance with decisions of Supreme Courts 
in almost all the States, ” said Alex.

HARVEST EXCURSIONS BY THAT ROAD 
AT ONE FARE FOR ROUND TRIP. 
True to Its Poller the Alton Takes Inde- 

pendent and Adverse Action—Western 
Passenger Association Will Go to Ruin 
Unless Amicable Relations with the 
Aton Are Restored—The Santa Fe Will 
Dishonor the Jacksonville Southeastern

Something will have to be done soon to re- 
store amicable relations between the Chicago 
and Alton and the Western Passenger Asso- 
giation or the latter organization will have to 
go out of existence.

A New York Bartender Touched the Motor 
and Instantly Died.
